“ Sept. 5, ’45 


“ D earest Mom and All, Well, since ] 
the censorship has ended, I g u e ss I 
can tell you where I am. We are 
now in dry dock at Guam. We have 
been here only a week; cam e from 
Pearl Harbor. We came in on Mon­ 
day to have our botton scrap ed and 
painted, supposed* to pull out a t 1400 
today. 1 figure we will be around 
here about 2 weeks. Do not even 
know where we are going— g u t scu t­ 
tlebutt says we are going to Oki­ 
nawa, then to Tokyo Bay to pick up 
some J a p subs, from there to the 
States, we hope. This ship has been 
out 24 months, so it is due to go 
back, probably to the E a st C oast of 
the U SA . Hope so! 


“ Guam is a very pretty island— I 
think about the prettiest of them all. 
We have a liberty party th at goes 
ashore every day, but we only get 
to go every four days so as to give 
everyone a chance. The only thing 
you do is go swimming, play ball and 
look a t the scenery. 


“ M aybe I should start fro m the

I reported aboard the H ins­ 
dale (A P A 120) Nov. 15, 19 44, at 
San Pedro, Calif.

line Div. A rrived back at Pearl Dec. 
26, went on maneuvers around Ko- 
halili fo r two weeks. L e ft P earl on 
Jan. 10, arriving in Kaw eljin fo r two 
or three days, then to S aip an ; on to 
Tinian fo r 3 or 4 days; le ft Saipan 
Feb. 16 fo r Iwo Jim a — my first in­ 
vasion. Got to Iwo at 5:30 A. M. H- 
hour w as at 8:45. For b re ak fast we 
had steak 
and 
eggs— some o f the 
guys last m eal! At 8:30 about 15 
B-29 ’s cam e 
over and bombed the 
island from one end to the other. 
We were about a thousand y ard s off 
shore and coul< f see the action plain­ 
ly. A t 8:45 the first wave hit the 
beach. A t 10:00 we got our 
first 
casualties. Then on Feb. 22 I went 
ashore and stayed 8 days. My first 
hot 
meal 
and 
shower 
felt 
plenty 
good. 
We 
had 
250 
casualties 
on 
board; pulled out and went to S a i­ 
pan, 
but their hospitals w ere full, 
so we went to Guam and unloaded. 
Stayed at Guam 2 or 3 days, then 
back to Saipan . About a week later, 
we picked up the 2nd M arine Div. 
Then more 
m aneuvers 
off 
Tinian. 
Then we le ft for Okinawa and ar­ 
rived a t 5:00 A. M. about two miles 
from shore. We could see the Isl.ind 
plainly. A bout 5:30 A .M . Ja p Zeros 
attacked; first they strafed us, then 
dropped one bomb, a very near miss. 
At 5:55 A. M. a Kamiaze ( J a p sui­ 
cide plane) cam e in very low on the 
water, hit our ship ju st above w ater 
line midship. I was on the fo recas­ 
tle; shot down one plane before it 
ever reached us. This was April 1, 
19 45, A pril Fo ol’s Day and E a ster! 


“ The 
ship 
started 
sinking 
fast, 
listed badly to port, called all hands 
to abanc>)n ship. I 
jum ped 
about 
the sam e tim e as 800 others • stayed 
in the w ater about 4 hrs. D estroyer 
came along and picked us up. C ar­ 
ried us back to ship which had n°t 
-unk yet: finally, got it righ ted but 
it w as very low in water. We were 
cautioned to be prepared to abandon 
again if a storm came up, because 
we could never have stayed about 
in a storm . We took the crippied 
ship to a sm all island, 16 m iles away. 
It took us 8 hrs. to get there. 


“ I counted 17 killed and 25 w ound­ 
ed from o u r ship. We stayed here 
two weeks under air alert day and 
night 
and 
shot 
down 
five 
planes 
while there. Then we towed to the 
Carolines, stopped two days a t the 
Philippines and got patched up. Took 
us a month from there to 
g et to 
Pearl H. Ju n e 3. We’re supposed to 
get under 
w ay to 
Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. Lu cky m e! I got tran sferred 
to the E u rzale wdth 7 others, to A u s­ 
tralia, then back to Pearl. Then to 
Guam. 


“ This is ju st a rough sketch of my 
travels, will give details when I get 
home. Oh, yes, I got two C om m enda­ 
tions from Captain; one at Iwo and 
one a t Okinawa,

A sudden death is alw ays shock­ 
ing in any community, but when it 
is one who is strong, fairly young, 
it is all the more hard to believe. 
A n j that was the feeling in Ham ­ 
lin last Friday afternoon when it be­ 
came 
known 
that death 
cam e 
to 
Grogan W. Turner a fte r only a few 
hours of illness. He passed away at 
his home on Farwell Avenue at 3:15 
P. M. S atu rd ay afternoon, Sept. 28. 


Grogan Turner was a barber in 
Hamlin since about 19 16, except for 
the period he served in the Navy Air 
Force, 
a fte r which he returned to 
Hamlin. He was constantly on the 
job in the Imperial Barber Shop, of 
which, in time, he becam e owner. 
Recently, to get needed 
help and 
relief, he sold an interest in his shop 
to Jim m y Simmons. 


Mr. Turner, at the tim e o f his 
sudden illness, was busy with a cus­ 
tomer about 10:00 A. M. Friday. He 
felt a 
pain 
about 
his 
heart 
and 
stopped and rested for a while, went 
to the back of the shop, and finally 
said he thought he had 
better go 
home. Som eone took him home in a 
car and a doctor was called. It seem­ 
ed that no one was especially alarm- 
ed. and Grogan casually lay down 
on a couch, intending to return to 
work a fte r a while. Later he went 
off to sleep and suffered the final 
a 
itk. Death came a t 3:15 P. M. In 
his going, Hamlin lost a man who 
w 
universally esteemed and loved. 


Grogan 
Turner 
not 
only served 
his community in m eeting demands 
of the public in his trade, but in 
other capacities. He had been a mem­ 
ber of the Hamlin School Board, was 
Justice of the Peace several years, 
was

Hamlin Lions Club, and a member 
of the American Legion. He carried 
his life’s tasks in an even-tempered 
manner, most times never complain­ 
ing or expressing his inner feelings. 
Ha loved his country and was proud 
o f his son’s work in the Greatest 
World N avy. He kept going to the 
very last moment and ju st went off 
to sleep. 


Grogan W. Turner w as born at 
Itasca, T exas, and was 50 years and 
12 days of age. On his last birthday, 
Septem ber 14, he and his two broth­ 
ers enjoyed a reunion picnic a t the 
Sw eetw ater Lake, all in fine health 
and happy. 
Soon a fte r coming to Hamlin in 
19 16, he went into the N avy and 
most o f his time was spent in Flor­ 
ida. Com ing back, he again took up 
his trade. He was m arried to Miss 
Georgia Ella Withers.

are his wife 
and one 
son, G. W. Turner, Jr .; his father 
and step-mother, Mr. and Mrs. S. W. 
Turner o f Venus, T ex as; two broth­ 
ers, L ester Turner of Sweetw ater, 
and Ja c k Turner of D allas; and one 
is ter, Mrs. D. B. A ldridge of Co­ 
manche, Okla. All came on receiv­ 
ing the shocking news.

— Becau se t h e 
time that elapses between the ev e­ 
ning meal and breakfast the nex t 
morning is considerably more than 
that between other meals, an ade­ 
qu ate breakfast is necessary to good 
health. Ev en du ring sleep, normal 


bod y 
processes continu e to 
bu rn 
fu el. Breakfast is needed to replace 
that fu el loss as well as to fu rnish 
energy for the morning’s activ ities, 
according to Dr. Geo. W. Cox , State 
Health Officer. 
“Eating no breakfast or a poor 
one resu lts in irritability ,, fatigu e, 
and a mid-morning let down. A mid­ 
morning snack will satisfy hu nger 
bu t fu rnishes little of the protectiv e 
foods the body needs. It serv es also 
to du ll the appetite for the nex t 
meal,” Dr. Cox warns. 
“Too many indiv idu als think of 
breakfast as coffee and a dou ghnu t 
grabbed while dressing for work or 
school. It has become a compromise 
between reaching work and school 
on time and a desire to catch that 
ex tra ‘forty winks’,” Dr. Cox added. 
An adequ ate breakfast fu rnishes 
one-fou rth to one-third of the day ’s 
food requ irements. Milk, fru it and 
whole-grain cereal, and bread makes 
a good simple breakfast easy to pre­ 
pare and serv e. In addition, it is 
well to inclu de frequ ently an egg, 
some ty pe of breakfast meat and 
waffles or pancakes. 
“Once we hav e taken time to plan 
and prepare a good breakfast, we 


also need time to relax and eat it 
properly .” the Doctor added. “Only 
fiv e or ten minu tes more time is re­ 
qu ired to eat a good breakfast that 
can giv e added v igor for the day ’s 
activ ities as well as add mu ch to 
good general health and a cheerfu l 
disposition.”
